Churchill Can Overcome 
Anti-Confidence Ballot 


LONDON. 
June 
24 — Three 
thousand miles from home, unable 
to appear in person to face hts 
parliamentary accusers and neces­ 
sarily silent in the face of unpre­ 
cedented criticism, Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill today neverthe­ 
less appeared 
to 
have won the 
stiffest 
political 
battle 
of

career. 
A survey of responsible quar­ 
ters in the lobbies of the House of 
Commons made it evident that a 
motion of 
non-confidence in his 
conduct of the war, slated for early 
vote in the House of Commons, is 
doomed to complete defeat.

T 
HOSE Army boys must be learning and 
thinking about a lot of things, as they 
spread around making the world 
unsafe j 
tor autocracy. 
Here, for instance, is parti 
of a letter from Melvin Lawson of Cisco, 
Tex., from Australia to the folks at home: 
“The Australians and Americans are 
getting along VERY well together. 
With 
a frontier background, their way of look­ 
ing at life is much 
the same. 
However, 
here, the Australians are about 95 percent 
of British descent. 
Very few of any other j 
nationality here. 
“At first they were worried because we 
have full-blooded Germans, Jews, Italians 
and Poles in our army. It gave them quite 
a jolt to see such names as Wynosky, Co­ 
hen, Albiatti, Cizevvski, Jones and Smith, 
all lined up together 
The first time we 
sent laundry out, we had to send a man 
with a roster down to the laundry to inter­ 
pret the names to the poor, 
bewildered 
girls. 
“A bit of wishful thinking: I have met 
a geologist, a geophysicist, several rotary 
drillers and roughnecks, a drilling con­ 
tractor, a highway engineer and a former 
executive for the De Soto Auto, all in the 
army here. I have been thinking that after 
the war we could organize a company, 
drill for oil and then put in a refinery and 
build roads and cars to use it. That would 
be a perfect set-up. 
There must be oil 
here.” 


WILLKIE FACES DILEMMA 
WASHINGTON — Wendell Willkie is 
™ wrestling with the toughest decision of 
his political life. 
He must choose between taking off the 
gloves and wading bluntly into a powerful 
Republican office-seeker whose views he 
detests, or remain silent and permit him­ 
self to be elbowed out of party leadership. 
It is not an easy decision to make. 
The COP leaders whom Willkie would 
have to challenge publicly is Thomas E. 
Dewey, candidate for governor of New 
York and aspirant for the White House in 
1944. Dewey has been on all sides of the 
foreign policy issue and recently was quot­ 
ed as declaring that while he was against 
“Ham” Fish it was because of his associa­ 
tions and not his isolationist views. It was 
not until ten days later, after the quotation 
appeared in an advertisement, that Dewey 
contended he had been misquoted. 
Willkie is publicly opposing the re­ 
election of Fish. 
But so far 
he has not 
publicly thrown down the gauntlet to 
Dewey, whom he disapproves of privately 
almost as strongly as he objects to Fish. 
Reason is. Willkie believes that to op­ 
pose Dewey actively would entail becom­ 
ing a candidate himself, as there is no other 
Republican who can possibly stop Dewey. 
And Willkie sincerely does not want to 
run for governor. 
But close friends, c h ie f ly the young, 
liberal Republicans who were the back­ 
bone of the spectacular campaign which 
won him the COP nomination in 1940 over 
the 
violent 
oppostion 
of 
the machine 
bosses, are arguing differently with Will­ 
kie. 
They say very frankly that it is not 
enough for him to be against COP isola­ 
tionism; that if he means what he says he 
must take up the cudgels militantly and 
fight for his views within the party.

War Conditions Likely To

maybe it will come to this coun­ 
try. I have been inquiring around 
and I find that in pioneer days we 
mu a good deal of horse meat in 
this country. The butcher says it 
ought to be smoked. He says that 
when he was a little boy he used 
to go out with the trappers and I 
they ate horse meat all the time, j 


Nutrition in Horse Meat 
N utritionally, there is no dif- ; 
ference between horse m eat and 
ordinary meat. It is said th at 
Kean, the actor, used to adapt the 
kind of meat he ate before a per- \ 
formant® to the p a rt he meant to 
play: pork for tyrants, beef for 
m artyrs and mutton for lovers. It 
may be th a t there are subtle dif­ 
ference? in the chem istry of dif­ 
ferent kinds of m eat th at cannot 
be detected in the laboratory and 
if we eat horse meat, it may speed 
up our w ar effort. 
I 
One of the argum ents lot the 
use of horse m eat in France has 
been that it is less expensive, but 
of course in England that is not 
so much the consideration as the 
fact th a t they cannot get other 
form s of meat. If the volume of 
beef from our own plains and the 
A rgentine increases, the W estern 
Hemisphere could afford to forget 
about horse meat. 


Opinions Vary 
From the standpoint of gas­ 
tronomy, I once talked to a fa­ 
mous dietitian who had attended a 
dinner of a dietetic society at 
which they served horse meat in 


various form s as an experiment. 
He said it w as rath er sweetish but 
otherwise very acceptable and ten­ 
der. I have heard of connoisseurs 
who believe th a t a chaffau-briand 
steak is best when made of horse 
flesh. These are all opinions and 
I have had no first-hand experi­ 
ence, but w ith the way things are 
cracking down all around us, it 
may be we will have to face horse 
m eat some tim e in the future. 
My friend Alphonse, the French 
grocer, butcher and philosopher, 
whom I tre a t interm ittently when 
he can’t get any other doctor for 
pleurisy, ophthalm ia, angina and 
tricuspid stenosis, tells me that 
horse m eat i^ n o t as well marbled 
as cow m eat and, like olives, it >.« 
more or less of an acquired taste.

Z. B .:—W hat is a deviated sep­ 
tum? How can it be corrected?

It will cause drainage into the 
back of the throat as you describe. 


F. H. W .;—W hat is a fissure 
and can it be treated in other ways 
than by an operation? 
A nswer; A fissure is simply a 
crack in a mucous membrane. It 
may occur nearly any place in the 
body, such as around the lips, nose, 
and so forth. I presume th a t you 
refer to a fissure of the rectum 
This can be treated by applications 
of silver nitrate.

need for facilities in

community and then to find aban­ 
doned 
garages, 
em pty 
storage 
rooms, lofts and other facilities in 
which 
grain 
can 
be 
properly 
stored. 
In southern Ohio wheat already 
is being cut and shocked and com­ 
bined. The season is moving fast, 
and by the end of June and first 
of July wheat harvest will be in 
full awing over most of the state. 
Pickaway county is included in 
a 
list published 
by the 
state 
C. of C. in which the storage prob­ 
lem is a 
serious one. 
Pickaway 
county’s estim ated wheat produc­ 
tion totals 1,216.890 bushels. Es­ 
tim ated commercial storage avail­ 
able will handle 924,000 bushels, 
leaving 
no 
place 
for 
292,890 
bushels. 
Numerous other 
counties, in­ 
cluding Licking, Madison, Mai ion, 
Ross, Union, Van W ert, Clinton, 
Fairfield, Fayette and others face 
sim ilar problems.
